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service it was one of his favorite campaign themes a way for young people to repay their college loans that 
was the ideal today the scaled down reality more now from nbc's andrea mitchell 32 years to the day after 
john f kennedy announced the peace corps bill clinton was in full campaign form to kick off his call for 
national service it's time for millions of us to change our country block by block neighborhood by 
neighborhood time to return to our roots and excitement and idealism and an energy he said millions of 
people just as he promised during the campaign a college education for all who wanted to repay loans by 
performing two years of national service as school teachers or police officers five million students now have 
college loans and could have assumed they would be eligible but clinton's plan would cover only a fraction of 
them one thousand young people this summer up to one hundred thousand four years from now if all of a 
sudden in one year a million people want to convert from a loan to service we won't be able to afford that but 
based on the experiences we've seen in the past we think that this will be by far the biggest service program 
in the history of america clinton visited a model program in new brunswick and comforted 19 year old 
danielle marshall she tried to tell what a local job corps has meant to her this is to the young mother who fail 
they cannot be a mother and a student at the same time i'm here to tell you they're wrong and i'm leaving 
tools to show you that it can be done but some critics worry that clinton's proposal small as it is could 
become a boondoggle what if they don't perform well can you fire them you get into all sorts of very difficult 
problems here and i don't think we can assume that we're going to get a great you know deal of work out of 
these people once again clinton has proved that there is a big difference between what he promised as a 
candidate and what he can deliver as president andrea mitchell nbc news piscataway new

agreement yet meanwhile in bosnia the commander of the u.n forces there visited the area where the latest 
fighting has been reported he said he found no evidence of new serb atrocities however he did say there are 
thousands of new muslim refugees sick and wounded in desperate need of help president clinton says he 
wants to do more to help but what can or should he do at the white house tom pettitt looks at clinton's foreign 
policy record so far good evening tom good evening garrick so far the airdrops in bosnia are the only major 
differences from the foreign policy of george bush mr president the new administration has been groping for 
a new initiative in bosnia air drops have no combat connotations according to the president but the value of 
the american high altitude food drops is being questioned by influential republicans they were meant to be a 
humanitarian gesture to save some starving people and maybe some have been saved others have been 
shot so clinton's dilemma is how can the us end the civil war and suffering in bosnia will strengthening the 
embargo against serbia be enough president clinton said there are other options but i i do need uh to 
proceed here the united states cannot proceed here unilaterally i'm not certain i understand how some peace 
is going to come in that area and be maintained without nato in fairly large numbers including united states 
ground forces otherwise secretary of state warren christopher has not changed any major positions of his 


predecessor james baker on haiti the mideast or russia the clinton foreign policy so far i'd give a c plus two 
the plus is effort on the middle east the c is a lot of the sea is due to the usual wobbly legs of a new 
administration this week president clinton decided boris yeltsin needs help they will meet at a summit in 
canada 
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they will meet at a summit in canada yeltsin who met candidate clinton last summer hopes for more than 
promises there will be obviously money will be discussed but it's not just a question of money and it's 
certainly not money alone former secretary of state alexander haig says if russia does not get help i think it's 
a disaster uh waiting to happen and general hague's old boss richard nixon may come by the white house 
next week to give his views on russia derrick thanks tom important one for janet reno on tuesday hearings 
begin on her confirmation to be attorney general who is janet reno currently she's the county prosecutor in 
miami she's 54 years old and is an environmentalist she stands six feet one and a half inches tall and enjoys 
hiking and canoeing she graduated from the harvard law school one of only 16 women in a class of 500 how 
will she fare on the hill here's odetta rogers if confirmed janet reno will make history as the first woman to 
head the justice department 54 year old reno has been miami's hands hands-on prosecutor for the past 15 
years and through it all her home telephone number was always listed she admits she's personally against 
capital punishment but that has not prevented her for asking for and getting the death penalty and more than 
100 cases the highest in florida florida senator bob graham is an enthusiastic supporter i think janet reno will 
do very well during the confirmation process and i anticipate that in the next few days she will be the u.s 
attorney general but critics say reno is soft on criminals she's often opted for plea bargains on lesser 
offenses rather than taking the cases to trial and opponents also point to the fact that her office has lost a 
higher percentage of trials than other attorney generals in florida thomas jipping with a conservative 
washington think tank is working on a report criticizing reno 
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is working on a report criticizing reno it goes to senators monday januarina was chosen because of her 
gender and because she has a politically correct social agenda her record on substantive law enforcement 
issues which to me are the most relevant to the position of attorney general is really quite poor others are 
looking into janet reno's personal life feeding unsubstantiated rumors to senators like trent lott the 
republicans point man on cabinet nominations the impression that most of them are just allegations and 
those that are left open she'll be asked about and i have the impression that she's probably going to be okay 
an investigative report is done on every cabinet nominee the one-arm reno is unusually long 1000 pages but 
committee sources who have either read or been briefed on the report including one republican say there's 
nothing in it that will likely derail reno's confirmation odetta rogers nbc news capitol hill it is said that when 
janet reno applied for law school at harvard she did so in secret because of her mother's contempt for 
lawyers well now look at her record she's been a lawyer and a prosecutor and soon she could be the first 
woman attorney general and that's our look at our world this sunday tom brokaw will be here tomorrow i'm 
garrett gutley good night for nbc news on the economic front president clinton today was out pitching his 
budget plan again still savoring last night's overwhelming approval from the house but the clinton spending 
program he calls it stimulus is making even many democrats uneasy more on that now from nbc's lisa myers 
at the white house this morning the president thanked house democrats for his victory i think it's important to 
remember that it's just the beginning that you now have to encourage your colleagues on the other side of

for it early this morning out of loyalty to their president the nays are 190. but so far clinton does not have the 
votes to pass his bill in the senate more than a dozen democrats are insisting that most of the stimulus 
package be held back until congress approves a deficit reduction plan we're not going to embark on more 


spending until we have done the job of cutting the deficit first republicans argue that the stimulus package is 
unnecessary and an inefficient and costly way to create relatively few jobs the administration claims the 
package eventually would create about five hundred thousand jobs many of them temporary summer jobs for 
teenagers probably the average job would be far less per year than the what it's costing the 50 000 or 55 000 
for job what the bill really is say republicans is an excuse to spend more money and it goes for more than the 
road and bridge repairs normally associated with jobs programs for example the fish and wildlife service gets 
money to compile fish atlases and study sickle fin chub the national science foundation gets money for 
projects killed by congress last year including one on mating behavior of swordfish republicans also claim 
grants to cities are pure pork for everything from a golf course to a parking garage on the beach this bill is a 
squealer if i ever heard one or going going so far the president has refused to compromise but his allies here 
say he's going to have to give something to get enough democratic votes in the senate lisa myers nbc news 
at the capitol remains committed to admitting gays to military service in this country but the opposition 
remains fierce and clinton today left open the possibility of restricting the kinds of assignments that gays

you could make appropriate distinctions on duty assignments once they're in senate armed services 
chairman sam nunn is opposed to gays in the military but warns that restrictions could be unconstitutional 
this whole area is fraught with a lot of legal implications and i think that would have to be carefully examined 
clinton disagrees the courts have historically given quite wide birth to the military to make judgments of that 
kind in terms of duty assignments but gay rights groups were immediately up in arms segregation is never 
appropriate discrimination is discrimination is discrimination no combat or c duty could deny gays military 
promotions it's the same battle women in the military have been fighting for years i think it's really crazy to 
say well we'll let them in but we won't let them fully participate i don't get that distinction at all senate 
hearings begin monday but the administration still hasn't named its task force to come up with a policy on 
gays in the military so even after this issue blew up in their faces last january the white house still hasn't 
figured out how to handle it jim miklaszewski nbc news the white house at the u.n tonight the serbian 
delegation withdrew from those peace talks to end the fighting in bosnia the mediator lord owen of great 
britain says the serbs rejected a key proposal to divide bosnia among the warring factions last november bill 
clinton got elected by promising to end gridlock in washington and act on the economy today he did both with 
the help of fellow democrats his budget plan passed the u.s senate the vote was along party lines lisa myers 
is at the capitol tonight lisa carrick for the time being at least gridlock appears to have gone the way of the 
woolly mammoth we just want to thank you for the work you've done and this is a great great day with 
today's senate victory the president's economic package has cleared its initial hurdles at the congressional 
equivalent of warp speed 
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equivalent of warp speed the yeas are 54. the nays are 45. all but two democrats voted with the president 
and in a remarkable show of unity democrats turned back amendment after amendment to alter the clinton 
program i believe that this program is tough fair and balanced not a single republican voted for clinton's 
budget resolution which does not actually cut spending or raise taxes but does set deficit reduction targets 
now congress will fight over specifics now we're getting ready for the main bout and the main bout is where 
we start landing real punches on the american taxpayer and the american taxpayer is not going to like it for 
all the rhetoric about cutting spending an independent analysis of the president's plan indicates that most 
money for deficit reduction is to come from tax increases the senate plan calls for spending cuts totaling 111 
billion dollars in tax increases of two hundred ninety five point seven billion plus other savings through 
interest payments on the debt that amounts to two dollars and sixty six cents in tax increases for every dollar 
in spending cuts and because the plan does not significantly cut so-called entitlement programs such as 


medicare the long-term deficit problem remains under this budget the deficit will come down for four years 
and start going up in the fifth year and by the tenth year the deficit will be larger than when we started this 
was the easy part the senate now is tied up in a parliamentary brawl over part two of clinton's program his 16 
billion dollar stimulus package thank you very much budget battle on capitol hill today but the republicans are 
sure to use this victory against him in their continuing fight for the hearts and minds of american taxpayers 
nbc's lisa myers tonight on what's pork and what's not lisa tom for all the rhetoric about change the senate 
today reverted to business as usual the issue is the president's stimulus package designed to create jobs by 
spending 16 billion dollars some on projects in the cities last night republicans and a handful of 
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last night republicans and a handful of democrats voted to prohibit use of any of the money for 54 projects 
called from this wish list from the nation's mayors the projects include an alpine slide and restaurant in puerto 
rico renovation of this theater in phoenix swimming pools in eight cities tennis courts and four and a beach in 
connecticut our swimming pool is vital our tennis court's emergencies are skating rings essential last night 
the senate decided they were not and voted to delete the 100 million dollars they could cost from the 
president's package but this morning the senate changed its mind majority leader george mitchell rounded 
up seven democrats who missed the earlier vote his argument that any change in this bill was bad this 
amendment is part of a continuing assault on president clinton and president clinton's economic program 
mitchell noted correctly that the bill does not require funding of these projects republicans argued that these 
projects shouldn't even be considered when congress is raising taxes on the middle class we may have lost 
our ability to be outraged but the american people have not lost their ability to be outraged this part of the 
president's economic program is not out of the woods quite yet republicans still threaten to force democrats 
to try to scale to scale it down tom thank you 
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
